The historical sketches have been featured in the 
official publications of all these churches, attracting 
wide attention to the P.F.N.A. and increasing the ap- 
preciation the member groups have for each other. 

The Pentecostal movement has grown into a swell- 
ing, compelling testimony of Christian blessedness. It 
is estimated that there are presently about four million 
persons in North America who are baptized with the 
Holy Ghost, and about 10 million in the world, This 
indicates the miraculous way in which God is pouring 
out His Spirit in these latter days. 

Because of our growing numbers, recognition and 
respect are accorded us by the entire Christian com- 
munity. A recent article pointed out that many who 
do not understand us dare not publicly criticize us 
because of our widespread numbers. We, however, do 
not want recognition for size, but for vitality and for 
truth. Numbers are meaningless unless they represent 
basic good. 

The purpose of P.F.N.A. is to combine the forces 
of Pentecost in a demonstration of fellowship and 
understanding. The Pentecostal Revival began in 
many parts of the world, among Christian groups of 
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varying backgrounds and customs. This far more than 
schism and dissent accounts for the large number of 
Pentecostal bodies. While there are some factors that 
separate us, and certainly there must never be the 
slightest compromise of truth, there are many more 
things that unite us. 


THE WORLD WILL see 4 mass demon- 
stration of Pentecostal unity this autumn in Toronto, 
Ontario. On September 14-21, 1958, the World Pente- 
costal Fellowship will come together for its fifth meet- 
ing. This is the first meeting anywhere in the Western 
Hemisphere, previous meetings having been in Zurich, 
Switzerland (1947), Paris, France (1949), London, 
England (1952), and Stockholm, Sweden (1955). 

The world-wide meeting of Spirit-filled saints is a 
marvel to behold, a blessing to experience. Delegates 
will come from Europe, Africa, Asia, and the Ameri- 
cas in bonds of fellowship and love. Sermons will be 
given from the pulpit in two of the most predominant 
languages, with smaller lingual groups seated in their 
groups with an interpreter. The songs of Zion will 
swell upward toward the throne in many tongues. But 
the Spirit of God will be one and our fellowship and 
love will be one. 

The thousands of delegates (probably 30,000) will 
be of all races, colors and tongues, with different cus- 
toms and practices, from churches with different poli- 
ties and organization; yet when they join their voices 
to sing “The Pentecostal Power,” there will be one 
Spirit. 

The Evangel urges you to make your plans to attend 
this world-wide spiritual feast. It is hoped that every 
church will make it possible for their pastor to at+ 
tend. The opportunity to attend such a meeting has 
never been presented on this side of the Atlantic be+ 
fore, and the opportunity may not come again soon. 
Let the Church of God take advantage of the oppor- 
tunity and be present.in a multitude for this con- 
ference of Pentecostal fellowship. 








Master of all things gives the answer in Luke 

11:42, “But woe unto you, Pharisees! for ye 
tithe mint and rue and all manner of herbs, and 
Pass over judgment and the love of God: these ought 
ye to have done, and not to leave the other undone.” 
What did He say to the scribes and Pharisees? He said, 
“These ought ye to have done.” Webster says, the word 
ought means “to be bound by duty.” Therefore Jesus 
said we are bound by duty to pay our tithes. Some 
might say He was talking to the scribes and Phari- 
sees. Well, He also said in Matthew 5:20, “For I say 
unto you, That except your righteousness shall ex- 
ceed the righteousness of the scribes and Pharisees, 
ye shall in no case enter into the kingdom of heav- 
en.” Then, how can we exceed the righteousness of 
the scribes and Pharisees? By doing the things they 
were doing that Jesus said they should do (pay tithes), 
and doing the things that they were not doing (love, 
mercy, judgment). 

John 8:39, “. . . Jesus saith unto them, If ye were 
Abraham’s children, ye would do the works of Abra- 
ham.” Are we children of Abraham? If we are chil- 
dren of God, then we are the children of Abraham. 
Galatians 3:7, “Know ye therefore that they which 
are of faith, the same are the children of Abraham.” 
Then, are we of faith? Yes. Romans 5:1, “Therefore 
being justified by faith, we have peace with God 
through our Lord Jesus Christ.” Then being chil- 
dren of Abraham, according to what Jesus said, we 
are to pay our tithes. 

Abraham, as the father of all the faithful, paid his 
tithes. Genesis 14:19, 20, “And he blessed him, and 
said, Blessed be Abram of the most high God, pos- 
sessor of heaven and earth: and blessed be the most 
high God, which hath delivered thine enemies into 
thine hand. And he gave him tithes of all.” Hence, 
tithing began four hundred years before the Law was 
given. Therefore, Abraham paid tithes as an example 
to all the faithful rather than because the Law 
forced him to do so. Paul states in Romans 4:12, 
concerning the children of Abraham, “But who also 
walk in the steps of that faith of our father Abra- 
ham... .” If we follow in Abraham’s steps, we cer- 
tainly will tithe. 


= RE ALL SUPPOSED to pay tithes? Yes, the

Hebrews 7:8, “And here men that die receive tithes; 
but there he receiveth them, of whom it is witnessed 
that he liveth.” The writer of Hebrews is saying that 
men under the Law received tithes. He points to an- 
other day in the future by saying, “There he re- 
ceiveth them, of whom it is witnessed that he liveth.” 
Who is he that liveth? Revelation 1:18, “I am he that 
liveth, and was dead; and, behold, I am alive for 
evermore... .” Who is this speaking? None other than 
Jesus. Then the writer of Hebrews says He is to re- 
ceive tithes. 

Some might ask, how can Jesus receive tithes to- 
day? Simply by our paying our tithes into His Church. 
They may ask, will the ministers receive them in that 
case? Yes. Jesus said in Matthew 25:45, “Verily I say 
unto you, inasmuch as ye did it not to one of the 
least of these, ye did it not to me.” Malachi 3:8, 10,’ 
17, “Will a man rob God? Yet ye have robbed me. But 
ye say, Wherein have we robbed thee? In tithes and 
offerings. . . . Bring ye all the tithes into the store- 
house, that there may be meat in mine house, and 
prove me now herewith, saith the Lord of hosts, if 
I will not open you the windows of heaven, and pour 
you out a blessing, that there shall not be room 
enough to receive it. ... And they shall be mine, 
saith the Lord of hosts, in that day when I make 
up my jewels... .” 

This third chapter of Malachi begins with John the 
Baptist, “Behold, I will send my messenger, and he 
shall prepare the way before me... .” To prove that 
this had reference to John the Baptist, listen to what 
Jesus said in Matthew 11:10, “For this is he, of whom 
it is written, Behold, I send my messenger before 
thy face, which shall prepare thy way before thee.” 
Therefore, Malachi 3 opens by speaking. of the fore- 
runner of Christ, then it tells us how we should 
pay our tithes and concludes by speaking of the rap- 
ture (“make up my jewels”). Surely this Scripture 
includes us. Leviticus 27:30, ‘All the tithe of the land, 
whether of the seed of the land, or of the fruit of the 
tree, is the Lord’s: it is holy unto the Lord.” We 
conclude, therefore, according to the Scriptures, all 
are to pay tithes of all things. 


Is Tithe of Tithe Biblical? 


YES. NUMBERS 18:25, 26, “And the Lord 
spake unto Moses, saying, Thus speak unto the Le- 
vites, and say unto them. When ye take of the chil- 
dren of Israel the tithes which I have given you from 
them for your inheritance, then ye shall offer up an 
heave-offering of it for the Lord, even a tenth part 
of the tithe.” Here the Bible is emphatic in stating 
that the Lord required a tenth part of the tithes. In 
Nehemiah 10:38 we find, “And the priest the son of 
Aaron shall be with the Levites, when the Levites 
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take tithes: and the Levites shall bring up the tithe 
of the tithes unto the house of our God, to the cham- 
bers, into the treasure house.” The Levites received 
all the tithes as an inheritance; Numbers 18:21, “And, 
behold, I have given the children of Levi all the tenth 
in Israel for an inheritance, for their service which 
they serve. .. .” The Levites were to pay the tithes 
of tithes to the high priest, the high priest being the 
highest official in the house of God. The Levites were 
assistants to the high priest, so God provided for 
the high priest by demanding that the Levites pay 
tithe of tithes. 


Are We the Ministers (Levites) of the 
Church of God Paying Tithes According 
to the Bible? 


YES. REMEMBER, God said in Numbers 
18:21 that He had given all the tithes of Israel to 
the Levites (ministers) for an inheritance (so all the 
tithes belong to the minister), but they were to pay 
tithes to the high priest, leaving them the other ninety 
percent. The ministers of the Church of God are 
paying not only the tithe of tithes, which would be the 
tenth part, but of our own accord we are also paying 
another ten percent, which makes twenty percent, 
thus leaving only eighty percent as our part of our 
inheritance; and remember, one is to do whatever 
seems good unto him with his inheritance. In reality 
what the ministers of the Church of God have done 
is disciplined themselves financially so as to distrib- 
ute the tithe. By this the smaller churches and their 
pastors are made the greatest recipients, whereas the 
larger churches never ask or hope to receive a return 
from the twenty percent they pay. Then, not only 
are we tithing, but we put ourselves on salaries, all 
the general officials, state overseers, pastors and mis- 
sionaries. The ministers in the Church of God have 
gone the second mile in their liberality. Below I am 
giving the schedule for the pastors.

Equality for All 


Ir IS OUR SACRED DUTY to mete out 
equality as much as is possible to all, for in the sight 
of God all look alike. Acts 10:34, “Of a truth I 
perceive that God is no respecter of persons.” There 
are no big I’s or little you’s with Him. James 2:9, 
“But if ye have respect to persons, ye commit sin.” 
Some say in the light of this that we should not re- 
quire the smaller churches to send in twenty percent 
of their tithes but rather only ten percent. Let us look 
at this realistically. 
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It is said that figures do not lie, so I should like 
to present some figures for examples. I have asked 
five state overseers of AA states to give me the 
amounts of all the churches in their states that pay 
$200 and less per month of tithes and the amount 
that they sent into the state fund monthly for a per- 
iod of twelve months. (These figures are approxi- 
mate.) ; 


Tennessee: Churches paying $200 and less monthly 
for a period of twelve months sent into the state 
fund tithe of tithes in the amount of $14,572 and 
$3,693 212 percent missions, making a grand total 
of $18,265; while the state fund of Tennessee sent 
back to the underpaid pastors, underpaid evange- 
lists, ministers in emergencies, and for purchasing 
lots, helping to build churches, etc., an amount of 
$24,960. Therefore, the state fund sent back to help 
$6,695 more than was sent in to them by these 
churches. 


Georgia: Churches paying $200 and less monthly for 
a period of twelve months sent into the state fund 
tithe of tithes in the amount of $14,592.60 and 
$4,698.15 24% percent missions,, making a grand total 
of $21,888.90; while the state fund of Georgia sent 
back to the underpaid pastors, underpaid evange- 
lists, ministers in emergencies, and for purchasing 
lots, helping to build churches, etc., an amount of 
$31,776.98. Therefore, the state fund sent back to 
help $9,888.08 more than was sent in to them by 
these churches. 


Florida: Churches paying $200 and less monthly for 
a period of twelve months sent into the state fund 
tithe of tithes in the amount of $11,994 and $2,009:50 
2% percent missions, making a grand total.of $14,- 
992.50; while the state fund of Florida sent back ‘to 
the underpaid pastors, underpaid evangelists, min- 
isters in emergencies, and for purchasing lots, help- 
ing to build churches, etc., an amount of $21,630.26. 
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Therefore, the state fund sent back to help $6,637.76 
more than was sent in to them by these churches. 


Alabama: Churches paying $200 and less monthly for 
a period of twelve months sent into the state fund 
tithe of tithes in the amount of $14,576.68 and 
$3,644.17 24% percent missions, making a grand total 
of $18,220.85; while the state fund of Alabama sent 
back to the underpaid pastors, underpaid evange- 
lists, ministers in emergencies, and for purchasing 
lots, helping to build churches, etc., an amount of 
$20,871.05. Therefore, the state fund sent back to 
help $2,650.20 more than was sent in to them by 
these churches. 


North Carolina: Churches paying $200 and _ less 
monthly for a period of twelve months sent into 
the state fund tithe of tithes in the amount of 
$20,894.85 and $5,223.96 2144 percent missions, mak- 
ing a grand total of $26,119.81; while the state 
fund of North Carolina sent back to underpaid 
pastors, underpaid evangelists, ministers in emer- 
gencies and for purchasing lots, helping to build 
churches, etc., an amount of $31,571.56. Therefore, 
the state fund sent back to help $5,451.75 more than 
was sent to them by these churches. 

Therefore, these five states have sent back to under- 
paid pastors, underpaid evangelists, ministers in emer- 
gencies, and for purchasing lots, helping to build 
churches, etc., a grand total of $31,322.79 more than 
the churches sent in for a period of twelve months. 

Now let’s see who really is paying most of the bills. 
I have used five AA states as examples above. Now 
let us take five of our largest local churches and see 
what they sent in for a period of twelve months. 


Local Churches 


Tremont Avenue, Greenville, South Carolina, sent 
in to the state fund and General Headquarters $7,- 
822.20, with $977.77 244 percent missions, making a 
total of $8,799.97. 

Hemphill, Atlanta, Georgia, sent in to the state fund 
and General Headquarters $7,676.48, with $959.56 21, 
percent missions, making a total of $8,636.04. 

Middletown, Ohio, sent in to the state fund and 
General Headquarters $7,128.78, with $891.10 21%4 mis- 
sions, making a total of $8,019.88. 

Kannapolis, North Carolina, sent in to the state 
fund and General Headquarters $5,092.24, with $636.53 
2% percent missions, making a total of $5,728.77. 

Detroit’ Tabernacle, Detroit, Michigan, sent in to 
the state fund and General Headquarters $4,654.92, 
with $581.86 212 percent missions, making a total of 
$5,236.78. 

This is a total of $32,374.62 plus $4,046.82 214 per- 
cent missions, making a grand total of $36,421.44. 
Therefore, in reality the churches above the $200 mark 
are paying most of the bills. Then it is only reasonable 
to anticipate that if the smaller churches did not 
send in their twenty percent but only ten percent, 
these larger churches which are carrying a greater 
part of the burden would not be willing to send in 
twenty percent; they, too, would want to send in only 
ten percent. The larger churches also have their fi- 
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nancial difficulties, for the larger the church, the 
greater the expense to operate it. The more members 
a pastor has, the greater his expense. 

We all need to be considerate of one another. The 
man who is pastoring the larger church needs to 
esteem and love his brother who is pastoring a smaller 
church, and the pastor who is pastoring the smaller 
church needs to esteem and respect his brother serv- 
ing a larger church, who is willing to help pay the 
bills of the smaller church.

Did you know that on April 29, 
1909, two ministers came from 
Cleveland, Tennessee, to Tampa, 
Florida, for the purpose of begin- 
ning a revival, and that this re- 
vival resulted in the establishing 
of the Church of God in Florida? 
The Church has continued to grow 
until Florida is one of the largest 
AA states. Since 1909 the Church 
of God in this state has done a 
marvelous job in promoting the 
gospel in practically every part of 
the state. Today the influence of 
214 churches is felt in every county 
in this state. Its growing member- 
ship has climbed to 12,222 as of 
our report for February, 1958. 


We now have reporting to 
this state office approximate- 
ly 410 ministers. 


There are 214 churches now 
— served by full-time pas- 
ors. 


In the past 19 months we 
have organized 15 new church- 
es. 


The state has spent for new 
field work, including the pur- 
chase of lots, church build- 
ings, supplement to new field 
pastors, etc., approximately 
$36,134 


: State Property 


As many of you know, Florida 
has one of the largest campgrounds 
in our Church organization and 
now has approximately 235 cot- 
tages located on it. The Church has 
purchased some lake-front proper- 
ty, which adds to the efficiency of 
our youth camp projects as well 
as increases the value of our camp- 
ground property, which is valued 
at $280,000. 


Progress Report of Florida

The State of Florida provides a 
9-room, 2% bath, Spanish-style 
parsonage for the state overseer 
and his family. It is located at 5602 
Nebraska Avenue, Tampa, and is 
valued at $50,000. 

The state also provides a par- 
sonage for the state youth director 
and his family. T is a two- 
bedroom, modern-style, concrete- 
block house and is located at 1719 
W. Powhattan, Tampa. It is valued 
at $10,000. 

In September, 1957, a modern, 
air-conditioned state office build- 
ing was completed. It is equipped 
with the most modern eats pment 
and consists of a reception room, 
council room, 5 offices, and 2 rest 
rooms. It is located at 5606 Ne- 
braska Avenue, Tampa, and is val- 
ued at $30,000. 


Evangelism 


The work of the Church is di- 
vided into 28 districts, ranging from 
Pensacola to Mer West, a distance 
of over 1,100 miles. Although our 
state is known as the “Playground 
of the World,” we have one of the 
outstanding evangelistic programs 
in the Church. Out of the 15 new 
churches which have been organ- 
ized during the past 19 months, the 
state is having to underwrite the 
salaries of only 2 of these pastors. 
The pastors of these new churches 
sometime find part-time employ- 
ment until such time as their 
churches become self-supporting, 
therefore enabling the state to con- 
tinue its program of evangelism. 


Youth Department 


In the seven AA states, Florida 
ranks fifth in the number of Sun- 
day Schools in the state; but in 
the number of new Sunday Schools 
organized, the total monthly at- 
tendance, teachers’ attendance, to- 
tal Sunday School offering, teach- 
ers’ meetings, teachers’ training 


certificates, extension departments, 
and church libraries, Florida has 
consistently, for the past 20 
months, ranked above fifth place 
in each of these items.

Revivals have played a large part 
in the advances that were made. 
Almost every church in the state 
has had a moving revival during 
the last 18 months and the end is 
not in sight; even now several re- 
vivals are in progress. Evangelism 
is the impetus for growth; the 
Word bears witness to this. One of 
the media used by the ministry in 
doing an effective work for God 
was the adoption of a set of goals 
for this church year. Realizing the 
importance of visitation, the goal 
was set for 10,000 pastoral ta- 
tions this year. Preaching of the 
Word is vital, also; therefore, the 
goal is 5,000 sermons. The goal for 
our spiritual attainments was 500 
saved, 300 sanctified, 150 baptized 
with the Holy Ghost, and 100 bap- 
tized in water. Kansas is well on 
the way toward realizing these 
ma ttainment of these objec- 
ives will be possible only because 
of hard work, much prayer, and 
sacrifice. 

Realizing the importance of be- 
ing solvent, the ministers and lay- 
men determined to liquidate the 
indebtedness of their churches. By 


one means or another several 
congregations have paid themselves 
completely out of debt, while sev- 
eral others have been able to al- 
leviate great financial pressure so 
that now they are able to move 
along at a much greater pace. 

Along with this great move, Kan- 
sas has enjoyed a substantial in- 
crease in oo financial category 
except one. progress has been 
realized in the face of the general 
recession and critical local econom- 
ic conditions. The missions giving 
of these people has been greatly 
extended and by this means the 
fires of evangelism at home and 
abroad are being fed. 

Only brief mention can be made 
of our building program. All the 
churches except one have a build- 
ing of their own and most of them 
are in reasonably good locations. In 
most cases the churches have par- 
sonages or living quarters. One new 
parsonage has been erected and 
several others have been renovated 
since last Assembly. 

The work is only as strong as its 
members and preachers; therefore 
much credit goes to the faithful 
laymen of the churches in Kan- 
sas. We all depend on them. Their 
giving has been outstanding; their 

aithfulness to the Word and work 

has been heartening. Many hours 
have been spent in promotional ac- 
tivities and in the L.W.WB. en- 
deavors. They, along with the 
faithful ministers, have worked 
long, hard and sacrificially to pro- 
mote the work of the Lord and His 
Church. To all of these, one can 
be sure that the Lord will have a 
hearty plaudit, “Well done, thou 
good and faithful servant.”

WO YEARS AFTER the outpouring of the Holy 

Spirit in Los Angeles in 1906, a 54-year-old 

Wesleyan Methodist evangelist, John Stroup of 
South Solon, Ohio, received the baptism of the Holy 
Spirit. He immediately began testifying to his new ex- 
perience wherever opportunity afforded. 

Some time later, in 1913, he received an invitation 
from a minister of Ironton, Ohio, who was holding a 
tent meeting, to come and speak to them about this 
Pentecostal blessing. Brother Stroup gladly accepted 
the invitation and was instrumental in leading many 
in that section into the light of the full gospel. 

After the tent meeting Brother Stroup received in- 
vitations to other places along the Ohio River, which 
he visited, pioneering this message. Four years later 
he invited the groups who had accepted this doctrine 
to meet with him to form an organization for their 
mutual comfort, fellowship, and encouragement. Ne- 
cessity demanded that such a step be taken. 

The meeting was held at Flatwoods, Kentucky, on 
May 10, 1917. They chose the name “The Pentecostal 
Church of Christ’ for their organization, elected John 
Stroup as bishop, prepared a manual for their guid- 
ance, and made provisions for a yearly meeting of 
their ministers which they denominated “Annual Con- 
ference.” 

From that humble beginning the work continued, 
having in the meantime been incorporated, a mis- 
sionary work organized, and other activities carried 
out. 

In 1923 the Annual Conference authorized a_peri- 
odical to be published which they entitled Pentecostal 
Witness. This is still our official publication. 

Our missionary work began in 1934, with the sending 
of our first missionary to Brazil. This is, however, the 
only foreign land in which we have an established 
work. Altogether our church has equipped and sent 
out seven missionaries. 

We have been placing special emphasis on Sunday

School work. This has resulted in an enrollment that 
is more than double that of our church membership. 

Our youth organization, the Pentecostal Ambassa- 
dors, has been a great blessing. It supports native 
workers in Brazil, and helps carry out other projects 
of our home missions program. 

Here in the U.S.A. our work now includes 39 or- 
ganized churches in the States of Ohio, West Virginia, 
Kentucky, Virginia, and Maryland. Our membership 
now stands thus: 


Members in U.S.A. 1,080 
Members in Brazil 1,409 
Total 2,489 


During the past year we met all our goals, exceeding 
them in some respects. Percentage gains for 1956 in- 
cludes the following: 

Gains in membership in U. S. A. 15% 
Gains in average Sunday School attendance 25% 


Gains in number of converts 140% 
Gains in new churches organized 9% 
Gains in new church buildings erected 15% 
Gains in finances 14% 
Gains in contributions to foreign missions 24% 


Our present activities include building a home for 
the aged, a more vigorous home missions program, 
increased Sunday School attendance, and other en- 
deavors calculated to promote the general welfare of 
the organization. 

For the past five years we have enjoyed the privileze 
of participating in the activities of the Pentecostal 
Fellowship of North America. We are proud of the 
work being accomplished by this body, and firmly 
believe in the ultimate victory of its purposes.
